Multitudes of men called into the military 
lishment bv tho selective service act were found to be mentally 
ient and physieally incapable of bearing arms. Tens of thou- 
ds were wholly illiterate and other tens of thousands were suffer- 
g with defects due to neglect and which could have been, and were, 
many instances, remedied completely. 
Sixteen million of tl,e sehool children of the country today have 
physical defects which are in most cases remediaW tnit which are 
being allowed to go without proper treatment. Certainly the ueu-h ■ ' 
in this direction is u posiiivc disgrace to an enlightened people. When 
chUdren are placed in school by a compulsory education law tbey 
have a right to expect as scientific and skillful attention as the sol 
diers received who were drafted into the eamps in time of war. 
Dr. T. D. Wood, of (-'olumbia University, says: 
"The scattered, partial, apasmodic efforts made at present for 
chad health are hardly more than drops in the great ocean of a na- 
tion's need for the real welfare of its children. It is impossible to 
estimate with accuracy the loss to the nation and to the world eanse. 
by failure to conduct a 100 per cent, program in the field of child 

health. , . 

"Our schools are wasting enormous sums in educating, or trying 
to tdiu at, the children who are handicapped by ill-health when the 
expenditure of much smaller amounts in a judicial health program 
would produce an extraordinarj- saving in l eonomy and efficiency. 
A dollar spent promptly in a timely, constructive effort to conserve 
a child's health will be more fruitful for the child and for human so-, 
city than will a thonsaixl dollars applied twenty years later. The 
principle of national thrift finds its first and most vital application in 
^ the conservation and improvement of the heakh of the children." 

Such work done for childhood now will "multiply like stars at 
night," and steel the sinews of the nation, and light the future of 
the Mice with a new an d better hope-

vate otnerihlp located throughout 
the United SUtes. TTie proposed leg- 
islation is unk]ue in that It does not 
call upon the Pnblla Treasury for any 
funds, not eren for preliminary In- 
vestigations or fOr the time giTen by 
Government offloiala to oonsideratlon 
of projects. Tlrst, the estimated cost, 
and subsequently the actual coat, both 
for investigatlAna and oonatmctlon, 
mucst bo deposited with the United 
States In advance before any expense 
Is Incurred hy the Government. 

The Secretary of the Interior is em- 
powered, after reclaiming and devel- 
oping thtf lands ,to provide for their 
sale to home aeCkers, and he la enabl-
